Since the death of Thomas Dodge, 40, 
Antioch, at the Lakeshore Dr. railroad 
crossing in Antioch Twp. on Monday, 
Antioch Mayor Robert Wilton, Antioch 
Twp. Supv. Jim Fields and State Sen. 
Adeline Geo-Karis have spoken out about 
the need for better warning devices at other 
Wis. Central Railroad crossings in the 
Antioch area. 

Crossing gates are due to be put. in at 
the crossing on Rte. 173 in Antioch, fol- 
lowing the death of three high school stu- 
dents when their car was hit by a train at 
that spot six months ago. 

Geo-Karis, who backed the drive to get 
the new flashing lights and gates at the 
Rte. 173 crossing said that she would 
fight just as hard for warning devices 
needed at any other crossing in the area. 

Fields said that there was a need for the 
extra warning devices, not only at the 
Lakeshore Dr. crossing, but also at the 
one at Grimm Rd. in the township. 

Antioch Mayor Robert Wilton said that

a similar need exists at the railroad cross- 
ings at North Ave., Depot and Ida Sts. in 
the village. 

"I hope we can work with the township 
in petitioning for these safety precautions 
together. It might strengthen the cause," 
said Wilton. 

Dodge died instantly when his 1990 
Dodge Daytona was struck by a Wiscon- 
sin Central Railroad train at the Lakeshore 
Dr. crossing, near Loon Lake, east of Rte. 
Rte. 83. 

The train was traveling south at SO 
miles per hour when it struck the passen- 
ger side of Dodge's vehicle. 

The train consisted of two engines and 
four box cars carrying 330 tons of rolled 
paper. 



Witnesses to the crash say that the driver 
could have been preoccupied or distracted 
because a 15-year-old girl wailing for a 
school bus said that he waved to her just 



after pulling out of his driveway at the 
entrance of North Shore Loon Lake before 
driving through the crossing. 

Witnesses also heard the train operator 
sound a warning horn just before the train 
struck Dodge's vehicle. 

The Antioch man was pronounced dead 
at the scene. The Lake County Sheriffs 
report states that Dodge was not wearing a 
scaibclt at the time of the crash. 



Proposed village budget 
up 2.75 percent over '89

If the Antioch Village Board approves 
the proposed village budget at next Mon- 
day's meeting, the 1990-91 budget will be 
up $89,163 over the 1989-90 budget, 
showing a 2.75 percent increase over last 
year, exclusive of the Enterprise and Con- 
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struction Funds and the funds for revenue 
bonds and interest 

According to Tim Wells, public works 
administrator, the biggest increase can be 
found in the Enterprise Fund, that of 2S.S 
percent or $290,350, up from $1,146,250 
to $1,436,600. 

"This is because we are replenishing 
funds and doing necessary things in the 
water and sewer departments that we de- 
layed while working on the sewer plant 
expansion starting in 1986," explained 
Wells. 

The Enterprise Fund is mainly sup-' 
ported by water and sewer: fees . which 
Wells says are not expected to go up in 
the near future. 

The Construction Fund, to be supported 
by expected grant monies of $1.6 million,' 
is at $1,400,000. 

The General Fund, Police and Fire 
Funds, Tax Increment Financing, Bond 
Issues, Audit, IMRF, Social Security, etc. 
add up to $3,511,813 over last year's 
$3,422,650, up 2.75 percent. . 

The raise in the Police Fund can be ac- 
counted for by personnel increases of pa- 
trolman and a CSO officer at $70,000 and 
a dispatcher at $23,000. 

The Fire Dept.'s Fund went down by 
$170,000 compared to last year because of 
the big fire vehicle purchase made then. 

A raise of $31,000 can be seen in the 
Administrative Fund because of a hike of 
$31,000 in the cost of hospital insurance. 

The street department will be spending 
an additional $92,000 this year on a street 
sweeper. 

The Parks Dept. has added $30,000 to 
.its budget with a large part of this going 
into mailings concerning the creation of a 
park district

"The program, which is free, will do 
anything from showing a video on grass 
clippings to presenting slides on how to 
compost in your own backyard," Cater 



said. 

"The best thing to do with grass 
clippings is to just leave it on the lawn. 
However, we realize many people do not 
like to do this so we suggest 
composting," she added. 

Compost, a dark, crumbly and earthly 
smelling form of decomposing organic 
matter, also improves soil and plants. 
The program' will explain to residents 



how to build compost bins and how to 
properly layer the grass clippings, leaves, 
straw, etc. in the bins to form compost 

"We have sample bins built behind our 
office for residents to come look at. We 
have three varieties built - a three-bin 
turning unit, a wire bin and a wood- 
framed bin," Cater said. The Cooperative 
Extension Service building is at 100 S. 
Rtc. 45 in Grayslake.

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Editor's Note: In a 1983 report 
entitled "A Nation At Risk/' a 
national commission condemned 
"the rising tide of mediocrity" 
in America's Schools. Since. 
then, taxpayers have balked at 
paying ever-increasing taxes for 
what they perceive to be ever- 
decreasing returns. Clearly the 
schools are hurting; clearly they 
need help. In this 3-part series, 
Lakeland Newspapers looks at 
who's lending a hand — and why.

Years ago, parents worried about 
sending their children to college. Today, 
they may well wonder where the money 
will come from to get them through grade 
school. Federal funding has shrunk, slate 
aid fails to keep pace with rising costs, 
and tax referenda are routinely rejected by 
taxpayers who say they've had it with the 
relentless tax spiral. 

While the principal players bluff, feint, 
and stall, a well-heeled newcomer has been 
placing his bets. Corporate American 
wants a piece of the action, and he has a 
few tricks up his sleeve. 

More than 45 million students arc 
enrolled in 102,000 elementary and 
secondary schools across the country. This 
population represents a vast untapped 
market for corporate promotional efforts. 
Companies are discovering they can do 
well by doing good. 

The pitch is simple: you buy our 
products (or shop at our stores) and we'll 
help your school. Schools get some of the 
extras their budget can't provide for, and 
companies sponsoring the promotions 
reap rewards in increased sales, name 
recognition, and a reputation for public 
service. 

Several Lake County schools have 
formed such a partnership with Eagle 
Food Stores in Round Lake Beach, 
Lindcnhurst, Mundelcin and Waukcgan. 
The Eagle chain, headquartered in Milan, 
Illinois, is the regional sponsor for 
"Apples For The Students," which trades 
Eagle register receipts for Apple 
computers, printers, and software. 
$85,000 in register receipts will buy one 
•Apple I1C Plus with Color Monitor. A 
printer can be had for an added $45,000. 
Software goes for $2,000 - $5,000. Local 
PTO's are coordinating the drive which 
runs through June 6th, 1990. 

Over 2,000 schools in Illinois, Indiana 
and Iowa are enrolled. Jim Greer, Eagle's 
project coordinator, says the company has

presented 12 computers so far, and another 
50 arc on order. Greer says one school 
district has already racked up $3/4 million 
in receipts and many others have reached 
$1/2 million. Most arc waiting until the 
end to place their order. 

"The momentum is just now beginning 
to build," says Greer. "A lot of schools 
arc going to get a lot of materials when 
it's over." 

The campaign is the brainchild of 
Apple's marketing department, which 
boasts a long history of cooperation with 
the schools. 

In 1984, Apple offered to give a 
personal computer free to every school in 
America. Because of tax and legal 
complications, it ended up giving away 
only 10,000. But penetrating the school 
market remains a top priority. Apple 
presently controls about 60 percent of the 
school market Many students and teachers 
learn all thev know about computers on 



of the school promotion programs. It's 
been around over 17 years. In exchange for 
various Campbell's product labels, 
schools and choose from a catalog of 
options: cassette players, A-V equipment, 
computers, even a Dodge Ram B350 Maxt 
Wagon. 

Scott Paper Company has recently 
joined the bandwagon. It's "Learning 
Tools for Schools," entering its third year, 
is almost identical to Campbell's. A Scott 
spokesperson says, "The company is very 
pleased with the level of participation, 
which increases yearly." 

All three programs have this in 
common: they require an active PTO and a 
high level of parental involvement in 
order to be profitable for both school and 
company. 

Whittle Communications, a Knoxville, 
TN based publishing firm, also plans to 
use consumerism to mutual advantage, 
but their Channel One News program

Apples in classrooms. With the "Apples 
For The Students" promotion, Apple is 
betting that the children will stick to the 
brand they grew up with. 

Locally, Eagle is using the promotion 
to enhance its reputation in the 
communities it serves. It's letter of 
introduction to the schools puts it this 
way, "We can think of no better way to 
demonstrate our community concern than 
to assist the education of our children by 
using part of our advertising budget to put 
that money back into the communities it 
came from." 

Greer could not say how the campaign 
will effect Eagle's bottom line, but he did 
allow that company hopes to recoup its 
$1.5 million investment in equipment and 
advertising. And if corporate headquarters 
deems it a success; "Apples For The 
Students" may be back next year.

markets directly to students using the 
technique that built the broadcast industry: 
commercial sponsorship. 

Channel One is a 12-minutc news and 
information show targeted to adolescents. 
Each segment contains news, features and 
special interest items, separated by four 30 
second commercials. Equipment, and 
programming arc provided free of charge. 
Whittle uses the school as its operating 
theatre, but it makes its money from its 
commercials. 

Warren Township High School in 
Gurnee, the first school in Lake County 
to approve Channel One, will begin 
receiving broadcasts next fall. Principal 
Patrick Mc Marion says the concept was 
subjected to a thorough review by 
students, staff, and curriculum council, 
and was enthusiastically approved by all. 
McMahon says the free video equipment, 
which wilt be used for many other 
purposes, was "a very significant factor" 
in the decision. 

Lake County Regional Superintendent 
of Schools Sybil Yaslrow admits to 
mixed feelings about commercialism in 
the schools. "But," she adds, "you do it in 
a lot of other ways, too. Kids are exposed 
to commercialism anyway. I do think it's 
a trend for the future." 

U.S. Secretary of Education Lauro F. 
Cavazos doesn't seem to mind. Writing 
for the "Apples For The Students" 
promotional brochure, he gives the idea A 
for effort: The "Apples For The Students" 
program is a creative, free enterprise 
solution to acquiring very valuable 
teaching tools, at no cost to the schools 
and parents. And it exemplifies the mutual 
benefits achieved when the responsibility 
for successful education programs is 
shared throughout the community, just 
like the benefits of well-educated children 
will be enjoyed by all." 

Taxed-out parents and school 
administrators weary of begging for public 
funds may be tin no position to be too 
scrupulous. Many are only too happy to 
soak, peel, snip, sort and bundle labels in 
exchange for a shopping trip through a 
catalog of classroom collectibles. 

Even communities with a. reputation for 
stonewalling corporate come-ons- are 
rethinking the issue. In District 116,

longstanding school board policy has 
forbidden corporate promotional activities: 
"No fund raising activity shall be 
permitted where a particular brand name or 
company appears to have the endorsement 
of District 116, e.g. Campbell's Soup 
labels." 

Dist. Supt. Cliff Houghton suid, 
"Basically it's a philosophical thing. We 
don't like kids being used for companies 
to make profit. Too many times, under 
the guise of doing something good, 
companies arc looking to make money." 

A couple of years ago, this altitude cost 
the district thousands of dollars. A major 
soft-drink company offered to donate a 
new scoreboard to Round Lake High 
School. Because the company's name 
would have appeared across the top, the 
district turned it down. Instead; the 
scoreboard was purchased, to the tunc of 
about $10,000. 

Newly elected board member Michelle 
Lee says, "District 1 16 has never been a 
wealthy district Our students arc deprived 
of so much. We don't understand this type 
of thinking." 

As soon as Lee and two other new 
members were elected, they began a 
campaign to help the board change its 
mind. The relevant policy item was struck 
from the manual just in time to lake 
advantage of the Eagle campaign, and the 
door is open to Campbell's, Scott, and 
any other company that wants to join the 
fray. Houghton now calls the Eagle 
campaign "a great thing for the schools." 

How far can such promotional efforts go 
toward solving the schools' financial 
woes? Not far enough, says Sheila St. 
Aubin, Principal of Murphy Elementary 
School in Round Lake Park - at least not 
as they are presently designed. "I don't 
think that the kind of problems that we 
have are going to be helped by a few 
computers in the schools or the kind of 
equipment that we can get from a 
Campbell's Soup promotion," St. Aubin 
says. "I think they are supportive kinds of 
things, and I am glad that we are now able 
to do this, because every possible road to 
recouping some of the things that we 
don't have the money to buy should be 
available to us." 

Although the benefits derived from such 
promotions are so far only a drop in the 
school funding bucket, as long as parents, 
grandparents, and neighbors are willing to 
soak and peel, clip and file, corporate 
assistance to the schools will continue to 
trickle in. 

On the other hand, if the trend 
continues, America's mothers may get so 
fed up with sorting and filing their 
garbage they'll beat a path to the polls and 
beg for a tax increase just to get 
themselves off the hook. 
Either way, the schools can't lose.

When the ground is saturated as in 
spring or during an extensive rainy period, 
any amount of new rainfall likely will 
pose a flooding threat now that so many 
of the natural reservoirs have been 
eliminated or disrupted, and run-off has 
been greatly increased through building 
and development 

Last weeks rainy spell, not particularly 
unusual for this time of year or heavy by 
normal standards, created pockets of 
flooding throughout Lake County and left 
water standing where stormwatcr never 
before has collected. Thai's a scary 
situation, 

Rtc. 41 south of Rlc. 137 in the North 
Chicago-Lake Bluff area was reduced to 
one lane traffic due to hubcap deep rain 
water flowing across the highway seeking 
some place to go. Northbound traffic 
during the rush hour was backed up south 
to Rtc. 176 as homeward bound 
commuters wended their way through the 
flowing water. Elsewhere, homeowners 
were surprised to find newly created ponds 
and lakes in their backyards, especially 
those in newly created subdivisions. 

Conditions north of Lake-Cook Rd. 
were relatively mild compared to those 
south in closcr-in suburbs and 
communities in and around the DcsPlaines 
River watershed. Frank Dalton, general 
superintendent of the Metropolitan Water 
Reclamation Dist., blamed continued 
development in Lake County as 
aggravating flooding problems in Cook 
County. Before the mushrooming 



development of the late 1970's and 1980's 
hit, open fields and wetlands hereabouts 
collected and held rainwater. Flood plains 
provided local streams and drainage ditches 
huge capacity for overflow. 

With natural flood protection 
disappearing rapidly, conditions can only 
worsen. Rain accumulations of three to 
four inches in a short period of time arc 
guaranteed to have householders living in 
areas with inadequate storm drainage 
hauling out the sandbags — or simply 
heading for higher ground. 

Lake County is a step ahead of other 
suburban areas with its Stormwatcr 
Management Agency that is due to kick 
into operation this year with a program 
for new storm sewer construction and 
guidelines for preserving wetlands. The 
disheartening fact is that whatever the 
agency docs is reactive — after the fact, 
after flooding occurs. Costs of adequate 
flood protection will be astronomical. The 
sad thing is that with its many lakes and 
wetlands Lake County at one time had 
plenty of built-in flood protection. It 
didn't cost any of us a 'dime. 

Equally as disquieting is the fact that 
officialdom and the builders and developers 
continue to ignore the rules of nature. 
Don't ask our neighbors to the south what 
happens when Lake County gets more 
rain than can be handled. They know. 
Water flows down hill. That's a 
ridiculously simple answer, but it's been 
ignored too long, far too long for comfort.

Compost site dangerous 

Editor 

As a member of HALT (Homeowner's 
Alliance for Lakewood Tranquility) and a 
resident of the Tamarack Subdivision 
which borders the Lakewood Forest 
Preserve in unincorporated Wauconda 
Twp., I protest the Lake County Board's 
proposal to use a portion of Lakewood for 
a composting area for the towns of 
Libcrtyvillc, Vernon Hills, Lincolnshire 
and Deerfleld. Hie area being considered is 
very near our Subdivision and only about 
one-quarter mile directly east of Messiah 
Lutheran Church and Preschool. 

This usage is a direct contradiction of 
what a Forest Preserve is, that is, land set 
aside to preserve open space and as a place 
where wildlife is safe. The constant noise 
from dump trucks (one every three 
minutes is the estimate) and from the 
machinery necessary to run the site will 
quickly chase away any wildlife. The 
noise and air pollution (from the trucks, 
dicsel-powered machinery, and 
decomposing grass, leaves and twigs) will 
also affect not only residents in the area 
but churchgoers and the 200 two, three, 
and four year old children attending 
preschool at Messiah. 

I am concerned about the high 
concentrations of herbicides, pesticides, 
and fertilizers washing off the estimated 
10,000 tons of "yard waste" to be trucked 
in and getting into area wells, lakes, and 
surface water. There is no storm water 
drainage/management system and much of 
the water coming from the Forest Preserve 
and the proposed site currently floods (two 
feet of water covering several acres) the 
residential/church area several times a 
year. This water follows its natural course

This is understandable in light of the fact 
that Elliott is the father of five children. 
"I get up early in the morning and run to 
work. That way I'm the first to use the 
washroom and I only find out about the 
traffic jam later." 

Elliott and his brother Tom own 
El liou's Grand Hotel, a popular Wauconda 
restaurant. Although it's not really a 
hotel, Elliott says that people frequently 
arrive with bag in hand expecting to be 
able to rent a room. 

"We kept the name, but we don't offer 
rooms," Elliott said of the remodeled 
hoicl- turned- restaurant. "Before we 
bought this place, it was a boarding 
house. When we remodeled, we left some 
of the upstairs rooms intact, but we made 
the majority of the upstairs a banquet 
room." 

The brothers. Elliott also removed a 
structurally unsound floor just over the 
bar area. "Our bar is 30 feet long and 
dates back to the early 1900's, and it is 
located in a room with a 20-foot ceiling." 

To add to the atmosphere, the Elliotts 
collected information from the Lake 
County Historical Society and spent time 
talking to Wauconda old-timers like Mary 
Lucder, the great granddaughter of Justice 
Bangs, to gather authentic information 
about the original decor of a building that 
was built back in 18S1 as a stage stop. 

The furnishings inside were gathered, not 
from reproduction houses 1 imitations, but 
from antique stores, county fairs, and a 
company in Chicago called Salvage 1, 
specializing in antique furniture and 
memorabilia. 

"People come here the first time for the 
ambiance," said Elliott, "but they come 
back for the food."

The Elliotts planned to specialize in 
seafood, but they offer a basically standard 
American menu. They do offer some very 
fine seafood, but they also offer steaks, 
prime rib, bar-r>que ribs, and Italian and 
Oriental, dishes as well. Elliott's Grand 
Hotel also features, a wine list of 13 or 14 
different wines, four German wines, three 
French wines and a half-dozen or so 
California wines. 

"Our wives also bake home-made 
brownies that arc so good, and since I'm a 
runner I can't have any," said Elliott, who 
competes each year in the Boston 
Marathon. He said that one of the things 
he likes about his restaurant is the fact 
that he can just run to work in the 
morning. 

For those who can have brownies, or the 
cheesecake or carrot cake, prospective 
diners might want to keep in mind the 
specials that Elliott's runs. "We have a 
different half-price entree special each 
wecknight, and we feature two wines each 
month for one-half off per bottle," Elliott 
points out proudly. He says that the 
specials attract a good many customers. 

"For instance," Elliott points out, "on 
Saturday we feature Prime Rib for $7.50. 
This is usually $14.95, and you can't get 
prime rib for $7.50 anywhere anymore." 

Another thing that attracts customers, 
Elliott admits, is that the area that the 
restaurant is located in is a favorite of 
antique browsers. "Our decor fits right 
in," he points out, "and on a nice day 
shoppers often stop in for that reason." . 

Elliott's also features entertainment. 
The restaurant has a Jamfest on the first 
Monday of every month from 8:30 p.m.-i 
a.m. 

There is also a piano player during the 
week from 7-9:30 p.m., and a band on the 
weekends, which plays Irish and popular 
music from 9:30 p.m.- 1:30 a.m. "We're 
probably real well known for being an 
Irish saloon," boasts Elliott. "We even 



have an Irish flag hanging over the bar." 

The banquet facility, strictly American, 
can seat 65 and the first floor seats around 
95 people. There are french doors opening 
onto the street for a cafe atmosphere on 
fair-weather days, which also attracts 
passing antique shoppers. Elliott says 
that the business serves approximately 
300 people on Saturday, 250 on Fridays 
and 75 for lunches and dinners on 
weekdays. 

The restaurant is open seven days a 
week. Sunday brunch ($11.95) is from 
10:30 a.m.-2:30 p.m., and dinner is served 
from 4-8 p.m. Monday - Thursday the 



hours are 1 1:30 a.m. - 9 p.m. The bar is 
open until 1 a.m. and on Friday and 
Saturday the restaurant is open from 1 1:30 
a.m. - 10 p.m. and the bar stays open 
until 2 a.m. 

Dinner prices are about average for the 
area, ranging between $8 and $15, with 
the higher prices being for shellfish and 
prime rib dinners. Elliott suggests 
making reservations on weekends and for 
any party of four or more. The dress code, 
he adds, is casual. 

Diners wanting to check in to Elliott's 
Grand Hotel can find it at 110 S. Main St 
in Wauconda.

Donates IBM computer 



Rotarians strengthen bonds with Russians

Four Barrington Rotary Club members 
flew thousands of miles to hand deliver a 
computer to students in Leningrad, to 
bridge communication between 
Barrington High School students and their 
Soviet counterparts. 

Rotarians raised $3,400 for a computer, 
printer and software for Russian students. 
The program is designed as an 
instructional tool to learn Russian and 
English. Eventually, both countries could 
become "digital pen pals" through the 
system. 

The project began after Rotarians heard 
of an exchange program, where 10 
Barrington students lived with Leningrad 
families for five weeks. Their naming in 
the Russian language program at 
Barrington High School helped them 
understand the Soviet people. But, the 
student counterparts spoke fluent English 
anyway. 

Barrington High School was one of 25 
high schools in the country selected this 
year to participate in the US -USSR High 
School Academic Partnership Program. 
The school's academic standing and die 
five-year Russian language program 
qualified it for the exchange. 

"Wc became involved because wc 
contriburtcd money to host bus trips to 
cultural parogram in Chicago when the 
Leningrad students visited here," said 
Rotarian Hugh Frcbaull. 

"We met with the teacher and students 
while they were here and the relationship 
grew," Frcbault said. "Wc decided wc 
could purchase a computer as a tool for 
these students in Leningrad, to be used as 
a communication between these two 
schools," he said. 

While the first phase is a learning tool, 
eventually, modems will be installed to 
allow students to communicate by 
electronic mail, which will go through a 
clearinghouse in Moscow. 

"Glasnost is genuine — at least from 
my experience," said School Dist. 220 
Supt. Clyde Slocum, Rotarian president. 

"Once we knew wc had an exchange 
program with Leningrad, it got us 
thinking we could use that for our 
community service project," Slocum said. 

Rotarians Harold Lipofsky and Gary 
Ruck also traveled to Leningrad, along 
with Bill Hartnett, of Rayalco, who 
installed the computer. Hartnctt's son is a 
senior at BHS. 

. Slocum said School 213 in Leningrad 
is designed for those who want to study 
Engligh as a primary language. It 
includes grade school through high 
school-age students. 

"We were all impressed with their 
facilitywith the English language 
program. One student recited eight verses 
of a Kipling poem," he said.

The Rotarians were welcomed with an 
offering of round black bread, dipped in 
salt. Students also performed songs and 
dances for the foursome. 

"Wc were overwhelmed with generous 
hospitality," Slocum said. 

Approximately 50 students arc involved 
in the Russian language program at 
Barrington High School. The five-year 
program begins in the eighth grade. 

Although the weather was dreary, the 
spirits were warm. 

"It was almost like walking into an 
overcast day everyday. The rays of 
sunshine were the people wc associated 
with," Frcbault said. 

The economy seemed poorer than middle 
class America, Fricbaull said. 

"Everyone lives in an apartment, he 
said; adding there was a distinct contrast 
between the buildings throughout the 
city. While one single young man shared 
an apartment with an older lady, the 
school principal had a richer looking, but 
small home. 

He also noted many buildings in need of 
repair continue to deteriorate because 
supplies arc not as readily available. 

Although the people hear only what the 
Government tells them, things arc 
changing, with the Glasnost policy. 

"There's bcucr communications people 
to people," said. 

The American dollar went a lot farther at 
Leningrad establishments than expected, 
Frcbaull said. A steak dinner for 12 cost 
$65 there, which included several 
courses. In between the courses, the 
Russians serve wine, Cognac, vodka on 
the tabic for toasts. 

While communications arc opening up, 
the Black Market still exists on the 
streets of Leningrad. 

"A waiter stopped us on our way out of 
a restaurant and asked us to buy a watch," 
he said. 

On a more worldly scale of peace, 
Rotary Club International also formed a 
club in Moscow — the world's first 
service club association with a chapter in 
Russia, members said. It will be formally 
chartered this month. One club rule 
includes freedom of communication 
between the club and other people, 
Frcbaull said. 

Since the formation, Russian residents 
have requested additional clubs in Kiev 
and other cities, he noted. 

"We have great hopes with the fact that 
Rotarians unify throughout world for 
fostering peace. It could be a great 
influence with continuing relationships 
with the Eastern Bloc and we hope 
Leningrad will be next," Frcbault said. 

The Soviet Union is not the only 

country to receive a donation from the 

Barrington Rotary. The club donated 

■ money toward medical supplies for a poor 

area in Puerto Vallarta, Mexico.

QUESTION: What is meant by "Single-stitch" cataract surgery? 
ANSWER: During cataract surgery, the eye's natural lens, which has become 
cloudy, is' removed. Most frequently, the focusing function of the natural lens 
is replaced with a small, plastic lens implanted in the eye during the surgery. 
This procedure requires only a very small incision through which a tiny 
ultra-sound wand is inserted to "pulverize" and vacuum out the cataract. Then 
a flexible plastic lens is folded in half, inserted into the eye, unfolded and put 
in place. The incision is small enough to be closed with a single surgical 
stitch. , 

If you are are considering having a cataract removed consult your 
ophthalmologist to determine if this surgical technique is appropriate for you.

Eighty some years ago a man named Henry Flagler 
had a dream. By 1912, 27 million dollars poorer, his 
dream was a reality. 

'Flagler's Folly" was to build a railroad connecting 
Florida's mainland with Key West It was to extend 113 
miles across 29 islands, utilizing. 41 bridges. Mr. 
Flagler's dream was short lived. A hurricane turned his

Weeding out weeds can lead to a beautiful lawn 



Q: If 1 am planting 
a new lawn, can I 
guarantee a lawn 
without weeds by 
using high-quality 
grass seed? 

A: No, even the finest 
grass seed can contain weed 
seeds. Additionally, most 
lawns have accumulated a 
reservoir of weed seeds, just 
waiting for the right time to 
germinate. Other weeds, 
such as dandelions, can 
come drifting in on the 
slightest breeze. It is best to 
apply a herbicide at the 
same time as you seed. The 
weed killer will be absorbed 
by foliage in weeds, but 
will not be absorbed by 
grass. With this treatment, 
you will develop a lusher, 
thicker lawn. 

Q: When is the best 
time of year to 
exercise wee control? 

A: The two optimum 
times of the year arc when 



the weeds start to grow 
actively in the spring, and 
at the end of the growing 
season to keep them from 
gaining a foothold for the 
following year, since they 
' lie dormant during the 
winter. Broadlcaf weeds can 
best be controlled when 
they arc growing vigorously 
because they arc most 
vulnerable at that time. 

Q: How should I 
apply my weed control 
product? 

A: Some products can be 
applied using a hose-end 
sprayer to cover an entire 
lawn, whether northern or 
southern grasses, killing 
weeds systcmically by 
being absorbed through the 
leaves of a broadlcaf weed 

and thus permeating the 
entire weed 

Q: What is the best 
temperature at which 
to apply weed control? 



A: Make sure to apply 
the herbicide when the 
temperature is between 60 
and 85 degrees Fahrenheit 
Application below 60 
degrees will require a longer 
time to work; application 
above 85 degrees can 
effectively destroy an entire 
lawn. Allow one to two 
weeks for the product to 
take effect. 

Q: What are the 
most common lawn 
weeds? 

A: Most lawn weeds arc 
of the broadlcaf variety, 
such as dandelion, plantain, 
cnickwccd, clover, wild 
onion and even poison ivy 
and poison oak. Because 
broadlcaf weeds crowd out 
the grasses you want for 
your lawn, their 
extermination must be 
carefully planned. 

Q: Should I pluck 
weeds, such as 



dandelions, out of my 
lawn by hand? 

A: No, hand control of 
weeds which produce a lap 
root can give you twice as 
many problems. If the 
weed's root is not cut off 



deep enough under the soil, 
two shoots can replace one. 

Q: What should I 
look for in a weed 
control product? 

A: Most effective weed 
killers, contain 2,4-D, the 
most commonly used weed 



exterminator, as well as 
propionic acid and dicamba. 
The combination of these is 
so effective that it can even 

kill tough, woody weeds 
such as poison ivy and 
poison oak.

Gardening without chemicals can be successful 



Gardening without the 
use of chemicals to control 
weeds, diseases and insects 
grow more popular with 
many home-gatdeners each . 
year. James A. Fizzell, 
Univ. of Illinois 
Horticulturist in Cook 
County says, "Whether you 
are adverse to use of 
chemicals or simply enjoy 
the challenge, you can 
increase your chances of 
success with low input 
gardening if you follow 
some established gardening 
practices.'* 

As a starter, choose 
varieties that can be grown 
with little or no danger 
from disease or insect pests. 

Radishes, lettuce, onions, 
leeks, chives, beets, chard, 
mustard, Chinese cabbage, 
parsnips, salsify, peas, 
spinach, sweet potatoes, . 
turnips and most herbs fill 
this bill and can be grown 
with great success. 

If you're interested in 
using biological methods to 
control insects, such as a 
spray of Bacillus 
ihuringiensis, you may add 



green beans, cabbage, kale, 
collards, brussels sprouts, 
broccoli and cauliflower to 
your garden's roster. 

According to Fizzell, you 
also can grow tomatoes, the 
most popular variety with 
home gardeners, if you 
hand-pick tomato 
homworms and snip off 
shoots harboring aphids. 
Stake, cage or mulch the 
plants to keep the fruit from 
coming in contact with the 
ground. 

Sweet corn can be grown 
successfully in Illinois 
without the aid of chemicals 
if you pay attention to 
timing, Fizzell says. Plant 
after the first week of May, 
but before the end of the 
month. Com planted during 
this period will generally 
silk after June 15 and before 
mid-July, a period during 
which there is little risk of 
serious earworm infestation. 

Most gardeners will run 
into trouble attempting to 
grown vine crops such as 
cucumber, musk melon, 
pumpkin, squash, and egg 
plant These crops are 



attacked by insects that 
usually can be controlled 
only by chemicals. 
However, Fizzell suggest, if 
you are willing to construct 
frames covered with netting 
or screen wire to keep 
insects out, these crops can 
be kept pest free too. 

Follow these important 
steps to further assure 
success for your gardening 
efforts: 

1. Interplant varieties but 
maintain adequate spacing 
for good air movement 

2. Avoid spreading 
diseases. Don't water in the 
evening or walk through the 
garden when it's damp. 

3. Use fresh, commercial 
seed that is grown under 
disease-free conditions. 

4. Keep weeds and grass 
out by shallow hoeing or 
mulching. Weeds compete 
for fertility, water and 
space; and harbor insects 
and diseases. 

5. To avoid soil 
compaction, don't work the 
soil when it's wet

A peek-a-boo gable with shutters 
brings plenty of light into the two- 
story vaulted enlryway in the 
otherwise one-storied Dahlia 2.

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Immunizations prove to be very valuable 
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by DR. R, DESAI 

As parents, wc try to 
protect our children from 
harm whenever we can. We 
hold their hands when they 
cross the street and warn 
them to avoid strangers and 
not to play with matches. 
And yet everyday, more and 
more parents arc putting 
their children at risk of 
contracting dangerous, 
sometimes deadly childhood 
diseases by not having their 
children immunized. 

With the current 
resurgence in dangerous 
childhood diseases, its even 
more important than ever 



for kids to get the shots 
they need. Some parents 
have chosen to delay their 
child's immunizations, 
sometimes indefinitely, 
because they arc frightened 
by recent reports of the 
serious side effects of some 
vaccines. No vaccine is 100 
percent effective for each 
child. However, if enough 
children in a given area arc 
immunized, the whole 
group is protected because 
there is less chance of 
contact with disease. 

Before the measles - 
vaccine was available, there 
were hundreds of deaths each 



What is measles? pg 

Measles is the most serious of the common childhood 
diseases. It causes a rash, high fever, cough, runny nose 
and watery eyes lasting for 1 to 2 weeks. Sometimes it 
is more serious. Measles cause pneumonia in nearly 1 
out of 10 children who get it For approximately one 
child in l.OOfc measles results in inflaramauon ofihe 
brain (encephalitis). This can lead to convulsions; 
deafness and mental retardation. About two children in 
every 10,000 who get measles die from it Measles can 
also cause a pregnant woman to miscarry or give birth 
prematurely. 



year. Nearly all children got 
measles by the time they 
were 15. Today the wide use 
of measles vaccines has 
nearly eliminated the disease 
from the United States. 
However, if children are not 
vaccinated they have a high 
risk of getting measles, 
cither now or later in life. 

During 1989, Illinois 
experienced 3,299 repotted 
cases of measles, compared 
to 72 cases in 1988. Twelve 
deaths were attributed to 
complications from measles 
in Illinois. The following 
arc possible reasons for the 
recent measles outbreak: 

1. In some areas the 
immunization rate in pre- 
school children is low. 

2. The immunization is 
not effective if it is given 
before the recommended 
age. 

3. Before 1980 the 
measles vaccine was not 
stable. A new, more 
effective stabler was added 
in 1979. 

During 1989, Illinois 



experienced 3,299 reported 
cases of measles, compared 
to 72 cases in 1988. Twelve 
deaths were attributed to 
complications from measles 
in Illinois. 

As a result of the sudden 
escalation in measles, the 
Illinois Dept. of Public 
Health filed emergency rules 

and regulations on March 
30, 1990. Beginning in fall 
1990, all students enrolling 

in the fifth grade must 
provide documentation of 
two does of live measles 
vaccine. The Pediatric 



Committee also 
recommends two doses of 
measles vaccine for all 
children after their first 

birthday. The second dose is 
expected to reduce the 
number of individuals who 
have inadequate response to 

the initial vaccination, have 
had not previous 
immunization, or have had 
undocumented vaccination.

Today experts on child development and 
creative thinking urge parents to buy basic 
toys that build a child's imagination and 
creativity — not just the toy chest. 

By knowing just what creativity is, it 
becomes much easier to encourage it in . 
children. Creativity is the impulse to self- 
expression that everyone has. The key to 
creative spirit is observation, teaching 
children to look and see. 

Building things with construction toys 
such as blocks and building bricks 
encourages children to notice the details of 
the structures they create. 

Many creative things can happen in . 



your own home without too much effort 
or preparation. You just need a few basic 
elements for creative play like drawing 
materials and building materials. 

Creative thinking is enhanced by sheer 
imitation, as the child closely examines 
the building instructions, and carefully 
counts the holes on the bricks. The child 
may know what he or she wants to 
achieve, whether is is a crane, boat or a 
house, and set about achieving this, and in 
doing so learns some important principles 
of construction. 

Once creating with an imaginative toy 
begins, a child is encouraged to improve 



or alter it as he or she goes along, perhaps 
finding a simpler way to accomplish a 
particular effect, like a gear in a toy 
windmill. Improvement and modification 
are among the great insights of thinking. 

Perhaps after a little moving around of 
the bricks, the child, not quite knowing 
what he or she will do, suddenly sees that 
a certain idea suggest itself and the 
creation takes a turn toward its completed 
state. 

This sort of creative exploration is an 
extremely important part of thinking in 
that is teaches us how to explore, it 
leaches us how to be curious, it teaches us 



how to build on, experts say. 
Learning to think more creatively

After the child builds the model, he or she 

now moves into role playing, using what

•Consider how the 
initials of your offspring's 
full name go together. For 
example, Arthur S. 
Sullivan and Donald Usshcr 
Davis must have haled their 
acronyms. 

Be mindful of the 
problems connected with 
the trendy names, names 
that are too long, names 
that may be stale or 
startling, sexist and unisex 
names, names that run in 
families, and the 
psychology of names. He

PMS a result of psychological disorders

Many people confuse 
severe premenstrual 
syndrome, or PMS, with 
menial illness. PMS has a 
physical base, but some 
sufferers fear that they're 
"going crazy." They may 
find themselves crying for 
no reason or yelling at little 
things that normally would 
not bother them. PMS 
actually has more physical 
than psychological 
symptoms, however, and is 
a result of a physiological 
disorder. 

Over ISO symptoms arc 
now identified with PMS. 
Each woman has her own 
combination of symptoms. 
The most common 
psychological symptoms 
are depression and/or 
irritability. Physical 
symptoms may include 
fatigue, bloating and weight 
gain, headaches and/or 
general aching. PMS 
women frequently crave salt 
or sugar or both. 

A calendar is the best 
way to diagnose PMS. 
Choose three or four 



symptoms and simply jot 
down the days that they arc 
present and then write down 
when the period starts. 
Symptoms may be present 
for more than two weeks 
before the period and go 
away within three to four 
days of the start of the flow. 
If the majority of 
symptoms cluster before the 
period, it is probably PMS. 

PMS can start up two 
years before puberty. 
Symptoms may worsen 
with any major hormonal 
change, such as going on or 
off birth control pills, 
pregnancy, tubal ligation, 
hysterectomy, long time 
low level stress or a single 
high stress event It appears 
most frequently by the mid- 
30's but may flare up 
around menopause. 

The PMS Center of 
Illinois has identified 
several causes of PMS. 
Classic PMS involves an 
imbalance in the brain , 
chemistry which regulates 
the female hormones. Other 
possible causes include 
sleep pattern disturbances, 



thyroid malfunction, 
infections, poor diet, food 
allergies and stress.- 

Several treatment options 
can be used to reduce 
symptoms. Diet is very 
important. A good diet 
includes a wide variety of 
foods. It will emphasize 
chicken, turkey and fish and 
many vegetables and fruit 
Complex carbohydrates, 
which include whole grains, 
are important to stabilize 
blood sugar. PMS women 
often react very emotionally 
when their blood sugars 
drop. There are specialized 
vitamins and minerals 
which are-formulated to 
supplement the nutrients 
most PMS women lack. 

Caffeine should be 
gradually eliminated because 
it makes the nerves hyper- 
receptive and because it 
magnifies emotional 
responses. Artificial 
sweeteners, too, should be 
eliminated. Artificial 
sweeteners which contain 
phenylalanine compete with 
another amino, acid which 
I helps people remain calm

The latest research shows 
that bright light positively 
affect brain chemistry.

Research shows that 
PMS women may be 
especially sensitive to light 
levels. On a practical level, 
simply increasing the light 
in one's environment is 
helpful. For the more 
severe, bright light boxes 
have had remarkable 



success. Besides helping the 
individual be happier and 
able to cope better, bright 
light helps to regulate 
female hormones. 

PMS is not imaginary. 
Women, and their families, 
do not have to have severe 
PMS every cycle. PMS^has 
been a difficult puzzle to 
solve, but it can be 
controlled A good program 
must be tailored to the 
individual since the 
symptoms vary so greatly.

of maintenance," said James Stevens, 
village administrator. 

Village Engineer Wcs Welsh went to 
Nelson's home Monday evening to check 
it out and he disagreed with Stevens. 

He said, "The system is checked every 
week. We checked her particular system 
last Wednesday." 

"Well, hopefully we fixed the problem. 
Also, we've added another level of 
protection," Stevens said. 

As for Nelson's insurance check, Stevens 
apologized for the delay and said they will 
contact the insurance company and get 
things moving forward.
